The limf or the National Faii:— Floral 
Hall— A Propoiit!-m.—H is now evident that the out- 
Uv made for the fair of the V. S. Agricultural So- 
ciety exceeds the receipts by from $3,000 to *5,000. 
•J-L- uiuteri.il on the grounds of the S. W. Agricul- 
tural Society will probably l>e sold, with other ma- 
terials on the premises, at public auction, for enough 
to make up the deficit, aud the guarantors will not 
presume. No one would lie willing 
Ail hall sold and taken down; yet 
the Southwestern Agricultural and Mechanical As- 
sociation could not prudently buy it, because they 
ar» in debt. 

When thi? hall was projected, it was with I s-irt 
o." understanding with some of the ollicer.s of the 
Horticultural Society, that if a necessity 
tiiat Society would make some proposition to 
the S. W. km Association for a joint ownership and 
control of the hall. If such an arrangement can be 
made to the mutual advantage of the Societies, it 
should be done at once, as the money must l»e forth- 
coming without ilelay. Wo will thrown out some 
hints for the consideration of parties interested, 
which, we fancy, if followed out, would make the 
hall a permanent source of revenue and interest. 
Let the Kentucky Horticultural Society receive life 
members by the payment in cash of $30, for all not 
already members of the S. W. A. & M. Association, 
the members of the latter Society paying but |M 
for the life membership. Let the books lie closed us 
soon as the amount necessary to purcliase the hall is 
ol>tained— and let the two boards agree upon some 
plan by which members should lie granted privileges 
equivalent to their payment; say, for instance, that 
the hall be placed under the keeping and control of 
the Kentucky Horticultural Society, which should 
agree to compose their executive board and other 
odicers of such only as were members of both Soci 
"•ties. Let life members of both Societies have ac- 
jB^ss) to both the grounds and the hall, and to com- 
pete for premiums in the hall without extra charge 
The members of the Association, not members of the 
Kentucky Horticultural Society, to pay an entrance 
and admittance fee, in common with other members, 
to the hall. The members of the Horticultural So- 
ciety to pay an entrance fee to the grounds, but to 
have free access to the hall. By this or some simi 
lar arrangement the beautiful hall could be made a 
feature of increasing interest and profit. The gal- 
leries might be converted into a museum of such 
articles as seemed appropriate, and the revenue of 
both Societies be placed on a peimanent basis. 

We throw outs these hint' now because we know 
that the guarantors would much prefer a small as- 
sessment to seeing tbe hall removed; but still more 
willingly, we think, they would contribute volun- 
tarily for a consideration such as this arrangement 
would confer. We hope this or some other plan 
will be adopted to save the hall. Who will move in 
iu? If anything is done, it must be done promptly.

Alluding to preceding observations, it says: 

W'e refer, as the reader »ill suppose, to the case of (Jen' 
Walker anil his followers, all of whom virtually exiwtri- 
ated themselves— cast aside all the obligations of citizen- 
ship and deserted from their country — iu the vain hope of 
acquiring citizenship and a home in Nicaragua, and failing 
iu that expectation, returned to the United States and 
claim all the rights of citizen.-hip as though there had been 
on their part M defection from allegiance. The indi- 
vidual case of Walker himself i- still more remarkable, 
inasmuch as Ids repudiation of citizenship in the United 
States wae legally complete. 

Now, so far as we are informed, Gen. Walker, up 
to this time, has not claimed all or any of his rights 
of citizenship here. On the contrary, from the mo- 
ment he lirst landed at New Orleans to the present, 
he lias uniformly represented himself not only as a 
citizen of Nicaragua, but as the rightful President 
of that republic, and, however unwisely, has sedu- 
lously devoted his days and nights to the means of 
enforcing hi* (Uanla the rights and immunities of 
bflUl PmUmm. Ii is understood, that, having or- 
ganized the necessary means, he is even now on the 
point of embarking with this view for his adopted 
country. Certainly he has no thought of re-de- 
nationalizing himself. The Advertiser's spleen has 
colored its usually clear judgment.

— BeiMw .luilge PeaboJy. — h> re, Em- 
ma Augusta Burrlell alias t'unninghain, on M rit of 
mm < ■> - rpiu The Judge read his oj iaion, which is 
of lO'isiderable length. — lie recited the proceedings 
on the writ of certmwrt l»efore Judge Daly, the re- 
turns thereto by the warden of the city p"rison, and 
the charge against the prisoner of fraudulently pro- 
ducing an infant ■w ith the intent of defrauding the 
heir* of the late ILirvey Burdell, who were lawfully 
entitled thereto. With respect to the decision of 
Jadgt Daly, adverse to the prisoner, he said: "All 
ma facts do not appear on the returns, and such as I 
were recited do not appear to w arrant me in decid- | 
ing that the ca*e is res (idjudicota. 

I (Ind also as part of the return that the motion 
made in the Court of Sessions, to admit the priso- 
ner ti* bail, was denied. All these papers form part 
of the return to the w rit of habeas corpus now before 
me. The more appropriate office of the writ of cer- 
tiorari is to ascertain whether the committing mag- 
istrate had proper jurisdiction. 

Un the part of the prisoner it is denied that either 
of the Judges referred to passed upon the question 
of bail, and I do not see any proof that they did. The 
qnesti.tn then comes up, is this a proper case for bail? 
It is the right of society to have an accused person 
held for trial, and if found guilty for punishment. 
Society should have all reasonable security for his 
or her'appearance, and that is all ,-ociety can re- 
quire. 

It is the right of the prisoner that surety should 
be taken for his personal appearance at the trial. 
That is the law of tbe laud, and all that societv can 
require. When securitj - can be had for such ap- 
pearance nothing more can be required. 

Tbe Judge toot a review of the chances of the 
prisoner's conviction, of the moral grade of the of- 
fence, and of the probability of the effect of a sen- 
tence to the State prison on the mind of a woman, a 
doom upon which she must be supposed to look with 
horror. 

Tbe Judge then went over the facts aad considered 
whether the fraud was so complete as to make the 
prisoner liable to the sentence of imprisonment at 
hard labor. 

He considered that, if the fraudulent production 
wns assumed, there was not evidence that it was 
with such intent as was necessary for the perfectien 
of the crime. 

We must then take into consideration her pecuni- 
ary means, her sex — which diminishes her power of 
escape, the certainty that, if convicted, she would 
be severely punished — the strict and severe ordeal 
to which she has been subjected by public opinion 
and the prest —her children requiring her care and 
protection, and with all these consideratious it would 
be not a little remarkable if no amount of bail 
should lw sufficient to bring her to the bar of the 
court for trial.

MetW Stkamkr Fu»rili»a.— Thw is the name 
given to Capt. Baldwin's new Missouri river packet, 
which, in Etifcf ovet the falls on Wednesday even- 
ing, got aground. We are glad to lie able to an- 
nounce that, by the well-directed efforts of Captain 
Dryden, who was piloting her, and Capt. Baldwin, 
ahe was got off this morning without sustaining the 
least injury. In justice to Capt. Dryden, it is pro- 
per to state tbat she wa* driven on a reef by a sud- 
den gust of wind. 

The hull of the FlorU.la, which was built by Mr. 
Xagle, one of our most successful boat-builders, has 
a line model, in ].oint of strength is une<iualed, and 
has the following dimension. :

The machinery is from the celebrated foundery 
of Clover & Co., and consists of two engines (finely 
finished), having 6, l £ feet stroke and 23-inch cylin- 
ders, two boilers each having l> Hues, 26 feet long 
and M inches in diameter; also a doctor to supply 
the boiler with water and wcrk two pumps, and in 
addition has steampipes to which hose can be at- 
tached for the purpose of conveying steam to any 
part of the boat in case of fire. 

The cabin, which has 4f large and airy stute- 
room« and all minor conveniences, was built by 
Downs, Mitchell, & Co. The upholstery for it was 
made at the well-known establishment of John A.

I*«inuing at the latter part of 
one hour and walkmgTor a part of the next, thu* 
obtaining an intermusiwi ot aLout an hour and a 
ha!f. But after awhile, tired nature l«gun lo re- 
quire rest, and he was fain to vield to her demands 
at the end of each mile. As he aent ou, he became 
more and more tired, bis mu.-cles began to swell 
and give biin pain, he slept verv soundlv in the in- 
tervals of hi^ taak, and the l^lief l*came prevalent 
that he could not endure to the end. It was neces- 
sary to use a great drum and other very loud noises 
to awn ken him. aud his walk was more like the in- 
sensible action of a machine than the inspired l 
meuts of a human being. During the last few I 
he required some assistance in turning the corners 
of his path, and whereas at first he would accom- 
plish a mile in 12 or \o minutes, it now took him 
half an hour or more. The hall was rilled with 
people 1 ut night, anxious to witness the colcIuswo 
of the task. A brass hand wus in attendance, to 
cheer the spirits of the pedestrian, and lo enliven 
the spectator". 

At two o'clock this morning. Lamliert was called, 
and begun his last mile in such g- od 0 p;rh\s that two 
men who followed, to fan or support him if neccsaa- 
ry, were obliged to run to keep pace with him. The. 
excitement of the .-pectators was intense, but he- 
kept cn without nagging, until, at the expiration M* 
fourteen minutes and ten «econd>. the time keeper 
uniiouneed that the mile was finished and the tank 
completed. To show that he bad some strength 
still remaining, Lambert ran round the conrve, lVii 
feet, two or three times, amid the cheers of the spec- 
tators and the music of (he band, which uow played 
Yankee Doodle and other inspiring airs. Several 
ladies, of either color, who had l>een interested wit- 
nesses of the e-eiie, wa\cd their handkerchiefs in 
.-yinpathetic unison with the applause of the gentle- 
men. Mr. p. Stewart mounted a chair and an- 
nounced that ' James Lambert, having completed 
the task of walking one thousand miles in oue thou- 
sand hours, E the winner of one thousand dollars." 
Lambert al-o ascended a ladder, and said that he 
hud promised at the outset never to leave the hall 
until he had accomplished the feat, and also thanketi 
the crowd for their sy inpathy.

indeed, it ha> any. and which, also, I had not time to visit. 
Then; are no furnaces at either ml these. 

Here, then, iu the same region of country, are five great 
iron mujutains, cnmi>ose!C , of this rich ore, of unknown 
depths; while, as I have b«*ti informed, westward of it 
there are numerous place*, of less note, where this ore ex. 
ists in large quantifies. In fact, the whole of southern and 
south-western Missouri isa vast region of iron ore. Lumps 
of Iron ore, fcstMeafly very rich, and traces of it are to be I 
met with almost everywhere iu the roads, ravines, branch - 

• s. and cre*-ks. We may say, with correctness, that then- 
is irjn ore enough, in these mountains alone, to last the 
whole world during all future time, for every Mryaaa for 
which iron Is used! And, with HMi immense, inexhausti- 
ble beds of iron ore. and with all the irana, facilities, and 
advantages for smelting it and reducing it to the mallea. 
ble. state, why. we ask. are we so dependent on Europe 
for railroad iron': Whenever a railroad is to be built. 
Home one has to be sent there to procure the iron for it; and 
thus millions of dollars are aur.ually sent out of the 
country! The writer saw in some paper 'the New Yoik 
Tiui.-r. I Is li. Ne.. that the New York Central Railroad 
Company had asr-.-rtained that they could manufacture 
their own railroad iron, or have It manufactured, at a ro-t 
of nearly one-half of what they could procure it from 
>:ngland fori Does not this .how that it is not only practi- 
cable to hare it made at home, but cheaper, and that by al- 
most half* 

All that is wantinc is, for a few men of enterprise and 
sufficient capital to engage in the business and give it a 
start; and there is plenty of unemployed capital that could 
lie profitably invested in it. 

The greatest ditnculty to b* contended with, in making 
'be iron ore of Southern Missouri into the metal, and re- 
duciug that to a malleabl" state, i- that of Ibe scarcity of 
rhL In consequence of the rocky character of the coun- 
try, it is generally but sparsely timbered — not sufficiently 
for this poepoee. The completion of the St. Louis and 
Iron Mountain Railroad, which will terminate at the Pilot 
Knob, will creatly increase the facilities for getting the 
metal and ore to market, as well a- those for procuring the 
ner -ssary fuel. 

This road is now in a great state of forwardness in the 
neighborhood of the Mountain atd Pilot Knob, the grad- 
ing being nearly finished, and the timber*, nearly all ready 
to be laid down for the iron. If in the same state of com- 
pletion along all the line to St. Louis, it will not be long 
before they can have cars running all the way. The only 
means of transit for the metal and ore now is the alow 
and rxpentdve one by wagons, along the plank road to St. 

• Jenevieve, on the Mississippi river, a distance of 43 miles 
t rom the Mountain and ♦> from the pilot Knob. When 
this railroadj however. Is finished, the metal and ore will 
lind its transit along it to St. I^>uL«. These facilities must 
then have the effect of increasing the number of furnaces; 
and as the ore is of such pure and rich qualit.v as to bear . 
the expense of transportation very well, aud exists in in- 
exhaustible quantities, immeti-. quantites of that also will 
find its way to market along this railroad, to be used in 
furnaces and forges elsewhere, and where stone-coal can be 
u*ed in manufsaturing it; as there is no stone-coal, as I am 
aware, in all Southern Missouri. All the foregoing cir- 

« aiuslanece must eventually make St. Louis the great iron 
mart of the West, and impel her onward still faster In her 
rapid carrier of improvement. In the prophetic language 
of an intelligent, acute,and discriminating friend, uttered 
years ago. she is destined, from her central position and 
id vantages, to become ultimately fns London of Jiu*ri-
